Dhe demolition permit issue is 
jEEOne chapter of a series of 
IEwents which began one and a half 
Jeas ago in September，1974. .At 
jiatitime，Four Seas issued hotel 
icnaiits a 30-day notice to vacate. 

Jaresponse，the tenants filed a 
[SU against Four Seas for 
有 aassment and physical and men- 
ialEtress，They charged that the 
LeVietion notice was aa “retaliatory 
attemnpt for previous Protests 
aainstthe building demolition . 

he next month， Four Seas 
EUiiter-filed a suit of unlawful 
detainer against the tenants， 
claiming that tenants were ille- 
吕 IRdetaining the owner's PIOoPp- 
Ertwbv not vacating. 

咕 StMarch，Four Seas filed for 
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and received a demolition permit. 
These city-issued permits are act- 
ive for six months，and may be 
extended for 90 days. xzour Seas 
was unable to demolish the build- 
ing during that time because of 
the pending lawsuits， 

Alfred ， Goldberg， Superin- 
tehndent of Building Inspections， 
then granted Four Seas an unlim- 
ited extension on the permit until 
the suits Were settled. 

PROTEST 

The Tenants _ Association Pro- 
tested vigorously and brought the 
case to _ the Board of Permit 
Appeals last week，claiming that 
Goldberg's action was tantamount 
to issuing- a_ new permit，The 
board felt that the extension Was 
questionable and decided to hear 
the case. 

“We're hoping that ifthe permit 
is Overturned，it will act as an 
incentive for Four Seas to nego- 
tiate with (the Tenants Associa- 
tion),” said Linda Leatherman， 
member of the association ， 

Unless such negotiations OccuT 
soon, a court appearance later tbis 
month will be the next time the 
Tenants Association and Four Seas 
meet. The court date is scheduled 
for March 29. 

The International Hotel case 
began in 1968, while the hotel was 
owned by two heirs to the Milton 
Mevyer real estate firm， At that 
time, Walter Shorenstein，manag- 
ing agent and president of Milton 
Meyer，took otit a demolition 
permit and tried to evict the 
residents， 

With the aid of the United 
Filipino _ Association (UEA)，ten- 
ants began negotiations with 
Shorenstein to stay in the build- 
ing. 

FIRE 

Laterthat year, a fire broke out 
in the hotel in which three persons 
were killed. 
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“The coroners jury said that 
further investigation of the cause 
of 'the fire was called for，but 
nothing was ever done,”recalled 
Leatherman. 

The fire broke out ip a new 
tenant's room. He had been away 
at work for hours. But the fire had 
been smouldering in the room for 
only two hours.” 

Shorenstein broke off “nego- 
tiations after the fire，claiming 
that demolition .of the building 
now was imperative for safety 
TeasOns， 

The ceitvy also condemned the 
building-after the fire，citing fire 
damage and a number of safety 
violations which were not listed in 
aDrevious inspection , 

Community pressure increased， 
and finally Shorenstein agreed to a 
three-vyear lease，in which _ he 
tripled the rent and added fire 
damage costs for the UFA to pay. 
With the help of grants, the UFEA 
managed to run the hotel，keep 
rents down，and do code repair 
条 沿革 

The UEA had agreed to vacate 
the building after the three years 
were up, since then-Mayor Joseph 
Alioto had promised the，city 
would find alternative housing for 
the residents. 

That promise was made in 
1969. So far, no viable alternative 
housing has been found. “At one 
point they offered us a condemned 
hotel in the Tenderloin but we 
turned it down,”said Leather- 
man. 

BUY 

When the lease ran out in 1972， 
the tenants,， now organized under 
the Tenants Association, offered to 
buy the building and operate the 
hotel as a cooperative for low- 
income people. 

Meanxhile，Four Seas bought 
the buildqing from Shorenstein in 
December，1973，but residents

“Wefound out about it through 
Herb Caens column,” said 
Leatherman， ”He wrote， "The 
residents of theInternational Hotel 
are in for a surprisec because the

The tenants ”first encounter 
with the new owners took Place in 
September that year when they 
were presented with a notice to 
Vacate， 


In addition to the Hotel，Four 
Seas also owns three additional 
parcels on the block. Although it 
hasnt announced any .plans for 
development，the Tenants Asso- 
ciation feels that there are Plans 
for the entire block. 


“The main issue is whether 
Property rights is an exclusive 
measure of (the law),” said

alternative for the tenants but to 
stay . 

“Were offering to Pay 上 Four 
Seas $850,000, the same Price they 
paid for the building. But theyTre 
not negotiating, The city promised 
relocation housing seven years 
ago, and never came through. 

”It just shows that the city wont 
back low income people. It would 
rather stick ith commercial dev- 
elopment, We re hoping that with 
the new commissions, there sjlikelyv 
to be a change,，said Leatherman.

COMMUNITY 


A healthy, open community whlch welcomes free enter- 
priseshouldnotbeafraid of foreign capltal， In fact, anation 
which can attractalarge inflow ofoutside caplital usually de- 
notes a relatively stable economic Situation and therefore 
wouldpromise the investors a good return for their money. 

Outside capital can give a community Imore enterpIises 
which means employment and business Opportunity forlocal 
Tesidents， (了 Except when the firm brings in its own sta 址 from 
abroad). These investments could bring into the community 
added incentive for business improvement and develope- 
ment. As aresult, the communlity would seem to be more 
]ively and Prosperous. 

However, outside Investments.have thelir negative efftects 
too. Many of the investors living out-of-town or abroad have 
no ties or interest in the community. Many put thelr money 
into Property or a business for the sole reason of making 
more money。. JIt ls therefore not uncommon to see many 
investments of these types become specujative and lack com- 
munjity responslbllity. 

In the case of the International Hotel in San Franclsco 
Chinatown, we see foreign investors came in to buy a Pilece 
of property for its valuable location. For years they try 


to demolish the building with complete disregard for the 
elderly tenants who live in there and have no Place to move 
Into 

Our community can do without this type of foreign in- 
vestment which has neither community consclousness norT 
responslibility. 
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“Manzanar Should Do More Than ， 
_Relate a Bittersweet Story

“Farewell to Manzanar,， the 
television movie which aired last 
week，was an important historical 
event. As far as 工 know, it was the 
first time a _ serious attempt Was 
made on Prime time network 
television to sympathetically por- 
tray Japanese Americans during 
the internment in World War II. 

The film，based on Jeanne 
Wakatsuki andq husband John 
Houston's book，traces the effects 
of the camp experience on the 
Wakatsuki familv. The film notes 
the ， gradual ， deterioration of 


Jeanne's father as the internment' 


Systematically strips him of his 
livelihood，his home，his family 
authority，and finally his self- 
dignity， Meanwhile, the internees 
are beset by problems within the 
camp: insufficient medical care， 
food Shortages，and internal diss- 
ension，The film ends with .the 
Wakatsuki family piling into the 
liewlv-purchased family car and 
riding away from camPp，finally 
free. 

The film is sound as one Nisei's 
perceptions of camp life (IThe 
Houstons and director John 天 orty 
co-wiote the filmplay).， As a 
Chinese American，I cannot Pre- 
Sume to refute Jeanne's perc 
tions，However，I agree with 人 
point Ray Okamura makes as he is 
quoted in the NetO York Ti7mzes; 
“Since the production is riot titled 
"The Autobiography of Jeanne 
Wakatsuki Houston，the unique 
story of one family must :not 
become a _ distortion of the com- 
mon experience.” 

SUGAR-COATED 

The fm did not effectively 
stress 让 Was one familys story 一 
nor,， do I believe，should it have 
done So. For many Americans, the 
film was their first exposure to the 
internment chapter in American 
historv，since the experience has 
been_ effectively blanked out of 


textbooks and media，Whatever 
Perceptions of the internment 
America holdqs is sigar-coated 


because racism is an ugly charge 
the United States would rather not 
admit to. Because of this lack of 
knowledge, the film has a respon- 
Sibility to give an accurate Picture. 

The film attempts to include 
two_ important events which did 
oOccur at Manzanar. It did cover 
the Manzanar riot and the contro- 
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versial lovalty 本 But more 
emphasis was given to the actual 
riot rather than the causes and 
consequences of the outburst， 信 
bitter _ argument and a fistfight 
pretty much summed up the film s 
attention to the loyalty oath，and 
the two men who held opposing 
views made up before the film 
ended， No mention is given to 
those who dissented the loyalty 
oath and were transferred to other 
camps，The deep _ tension and 
conflict these events held for the 
Nisei were never fully developed. 
The film also skims over the 
racist aspects of internment、 正 x- 
cept for one character，all the 
Whites in the film are comPpassion- 
ate and understanding. The camp 
director， mnusic -instructor， and 
nurse all are kind people who do 
their best to_ help the Japanese 
inmates, A voice-over cites some of 
the uglv instances of racism，bnut 
leaves little impact in the film . 


CATHARSIS 


Alove affair between the White 
nurse and a VWakatsuki son further 
removes racism from the intern- 
ment experience， I understand 
that the network had ordered this 
affair written into the film script; 
it did not appear in the book. 
Nonetheless，considering the anti- 
Japanese feelings on the est 
Coast，it seems highly unlikely 
that such an aftair could. have 
taker place.

The editorial did not name 
deputv premier Teng 了 siao-ping 
by nanme.， It accused the “unre- 
pentant capitalist roader ”of at- 
tenlibDting to reverse policies made 
during the Cultural Revolution， 
when Teng was Purged as a Darty 
person in authoritv_ taking the 
capitalist road” together with the 
former head of state Liu Shao-chi， 

OLD ILLNES9 

It said that as Soon as “this 
Derson ”resumed office，”his old 
illjness rectirred， and he continued 
to take the capitalist road. ”Teng 
was Tehabilitated- in 1973， and 
SoOoOn aftervvard he was sent to New 
YOrk to attend the United Nations 
Assembly. He as seen off at the

TAIPEI 一 A recent govern- 
ment statement disclosed that Pai 
Ya-tsan，a would-be politician 
who had made a personal attack 
on Premier Chiang Ching-kuo， 
was，sentenced by a military 
tribunal on a charge of sedition to 
a life term . 

Pai was arrested last October 23 


after circulating a political mani- 


festo that asked the premier to 
make a full disclosure of his 
personal wealth， He also de- 
manded that the Premier resign 
for failing to prevent the Phili- 
ppines and Thailand from estab- 
lishing diplomatic relations with 
Peking，according to a report in 


China Renovates Lhasa's 
Tang Dynasty Temple 


HONG KONG 一 The Jokhan 
Temple of Lhasa，one: of Tibet s 
well-known ancient buildings, has 
recently _ been repaired and re- 
stored to its former grandeur， 
according to sources in China. 

The temple, built in the heart of 
the old city of Lhasa in the middle 
of the seventh century, had shown 
signs of subsiding and leaning and 
parts of the building had cracked 
badly. 

The state allocated funds for 
restoration and repair early in 
1972 and the halls and rooms 
covering one-third of -the 8loor 
Space Were repaired and rein- 
forced 

HISTORY 

The Chinese consider the tem- 
plean important historical site 
testifving to the _ close :relations 
between the Hans and the T 工 i- 
betans， 

According to history， 了 Princess 
Wen Cheng of the royal house of 
上 mperior Tai Tsung of the Tang 
dynasty (AD618-907) was given in 
marriage to Srong-Btsan Sgam-Po， 
the ruler of Tibet,， After her 
arrival in Lhasa，Princess Weng 
Cheng personally _ chose the site 
and the design of the temple. 
Construction began soon after- 
ward， In later dynasties the 
temple was repaired and enlarged 
to its present dimension . 

The “three-storeyed temple 
houses many valuable relics，In 
the main hall stands the bronze 
statue of Sakyamuni，the Tau- 
tama Buddha，which was brought 
to Tibet by Princess Wen Cheng 
from Changan (Present-day Sian)， 
capital of the Tang dynasty. 

PEACE 

A stele in front of the main 
entrance to the temple bears an 
inscription in the_ Tibetan and 


Han languages recording a peace 
agreement between the Tang 
dynasty and Tibet in AD 821 (the 
first year of the Changching reign 
of Emperior Mu Tsung of the 
Tang dynasty). ,The agreement 
contains the statement illustrating 
the :close relations between the 
Tibetan and Han nationalities : 
Our land is _ united in great 
harmony”and “kinship between 
the uncle and the nephew ， 

The walls on the ground floor of 
the temple are decorated with 
large colored frescoes which are 
about three metres high and some 
600 metres long，The frescoes， 
painted in bright colors and vivid 
strokes，depict buddhist episodes， 
Princess Wen Cheng's arrival in 
Tibet and many other stories， 


Amongrtheritemple :treastnes' 


are a w 刘 low tree that legenmd says 
was Planted by _ Princess” Weni 
Cheng，a _ stone tablet with an 
inscription engraved in 1794 about 
a method used in Lhasa to protect 
Tibetans from smallpox，a fine 
stone:carving of a goat，buddhist 
literature and a_ number of cos- 


tumes worn by ancient military ，

.STATUES 

During the restoration， 121 
large statues of buddha ip clay， 
bronze and _ silver; as，well .as 
statues of ruler Srong-Btsan_ Sgam- 
Po and of Princess Wen Cheng 
Were restored. Frescoes covering 
2,600 square -metres in all were 
renovated and a number of the 
Scripture halls repainted. 

The stone and wooden structure

BERKELEY 一 Ht was old home 
week when Dr， Sung-tao 下 wan 
made a return visit to the former 
Peking Union Medical .College 
(founded by the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation) in Peking in 1973. 

He had served as associate 
professor of Surgery of that insti- 
tution up to the Pearl 了 arbor 
incident in 1941 and jlater as 
Professor of surgery and head of 
the _ department at the Peking 


University Medical School be- 
tvween 1946-48. Now，25 years 
later，manv faculty and sta 插 


positions are held by his former 
collegues. and his students 一 or by 
students of his former students. 

When Dr.， KKwan wanted to 
learn more about acupuncture, he 
was given a Special personal 
course taught by the head of the 
department of acupuncture at the 
College of Chinese Medicine of 
Peking 一 arranged byv one of his 
former students. 

OPERATION 

“On one occasion，I had the 
opportunitv to _ watch an open- 
chest operation,， he recalled， 
“The patient had part of a lung 
removed and the onlv anaesthetic 
agent used throughout the opera- 
tion Was the placing of one needle 
in his forearm. A doctor twirled 让 
continuouslv for two hours，and 
when the operation was over the 
patient got up on bis own to be 
wheeled to _ his hospital bed. 
During the operation, the patient 
answered mv duestions，and he 
drank some Yater. 

“TI _ asked the doctor why he 
didnt use a machine to pass 
electricitv to the needle like many 
other doctors would do: He said 让 


KWAN， 


he did， the many foreign visiting 
phvsicians watching the operation 
that dav wouldq think it was the 
electricity (from the machine) 
which caused the anaesthetic ef- 
fectbut not the acupuncture.” 

That trip taught the first Chi- 
nese neurosurgeon another aspect 
of the medical profession to which 
hes belonged for over 50 years， 

Dr. 下 wan,， 80,， lives in Berkeley 
with his wife Florence. He is semi- 
retired now，quietly living in an 
old-style house whose living-Ioom 
is crammed with books on China， 
Chinese Painting， and family 
photographs，His adjacent study 
also is liberally lined with books. 
An imposing acupuncture chart 
looms above his desk-” while  a 
Plastic model of a man criss- 
crossed with _ acupuncture meri- 
dian lines, Perches in a corner. 

Acupressure is equally as effect- 
ive as _ acupuncture and he uses 
both methods when necessary， 
said DT. KWwan. 

DESCENDENT 

DrIr. KKwan was born in 1896 in 
Tiientsin，a twentyv-first genera- 
tion descendent of the first 玉 wan 
who migratedq to the 下 wantung 
Province. 

He decided to become a doctor 
when he was five of six years 01d. 
No one in his family thought the 
little bov's decision was odd; it fit 
into _ the family tradition. His 
grandfather Was a dentist，three 
Uncles were phvsicians，and two 
aunts were midwives，His own 
father was one of the only two 
western-trained phvsicians to have 
ever served in the court of the 
Ch'ing Dynasty and attended 
Emperor Kwong Hsu and the 
Empress Dowager 工 ze HSi. 

Dr. Kwan graduated in 1918

He methis future wife, Florence 
Chinn, at the University. Chinn, a 
San Franciscan and the first 
Chinese ” American graduate of 
Mills _ College in Oakland， was 
studving Sociologvy as a .graduate 
student， 

She boarded with a Chinese 
family whose home was a favorite 
meeting place for the university s 
Chinese students，and it was at 
these get-togethers that the court- 
ship developed . 

“We would have group singing， 
or Someone plavying the piano，oOT 
wedbetalking at the house，said 
Dr. Kwan. “We didnt have auto= 
mobiles to ride in like today，to 


take girls around. 


Chinn _ received her M.A. in 
1920 and returned to San FEran- 
cisco, Dr. Kwan staved in Chicago 
until he _ graduated three Years 
later. Bv then thev were engaged， 
but before thev could be married 
he had to ask her father for ber 
hand. 

“Sixtv vears ago，things Were 
still quite conservative, explained 
Dr.Kwan，He arranged for a 
friend to act as a go-between and 
approached her father， who 
agreed to the match,， In May of 
that vear，Sungztao and Elorence 
were _ married- in the Chinese 
Congregational Church and four 
davs later thev sailed to Peking 
where he became a house officer 
at the former Peking Union Medi- 
cal College.

in Peking. 

Dr，Kwan received a Rocke- 
feiler Foundation fellowship in 
1928 and returned to the United 
States to _ specialize in meurosur- 
gery at the University of Pennsy]-: 
vania Medical School。 He re: 
turned -to Peking in 1930 to 
become the head of the section of 
neurosurgerv and，concurrently， 
as assistant DPIofessor of Surgery in 
the department， 

From then until 1942 he taught 
aid practiced medicine，as a fu]l- 
time teacher at Peking Union,， and 
travelled to Europe，Canada and 
the United States to visit various 
medical centers. 

Afterthe 了 Pearl Harbor incident， 
the Japanese Army occupied Pek- 
ing in 1941，closed the medical 
college、，and turned the hospital 
into_ an armyv base，Dr. 下 wan 
went into private Practice until VJ 
Dav in 1945，when he joined the 
sta 仁 in the nevwly-reorganized 
Peking Universitv Medical School. 

TRIP 

In 1948 his wife and children 
prepared for_ another visit to the 
United States， His three children 
were to attend college here， Also， 
his wife wanted to attend her 
mothers 90th birthdavy celebra- 
tion.

The people do 
not own the land，only their 
光 houses，The land belongs to the 
Locke Estate. 


PEAK 
In :the "20s，Locke was at its 
peak and the whole town pros- 


baker,， lodge，nine grocery stores， 
Six restaurants，a flour mill，tvwo 
slaughter houses，eight brothels 
and numerous gambling halls， 
boarding houses with permanent 
residences and a lot of prostitutes. 

The people who live in Locke 
now number only 70，still mostly 
Chinese， The breakdown: 54 
Chinese, 8 Caucasians and 8 Fili:- 
Dinos， 

Locke was once a _ commercial 
farming center，its dock used by 
boats laden with asparagus and 
pears bound for San Francisco and 
Sacramento markets. Now，Locke
